is secreting himself in the skin, and that 
all dust is removed. 

Pack them carefully with a plentiful 
supply of newspaper, and then parce] up 
firmly in newspaper, gumming the edges. 
These parcels may then be returned to the 
wardrobe with an easy mind, for it has 
been found that moths hate the smell that 
ink puts into newspapers, and thus packets 
made of newspaper may be considered 
moth-proof, 


OTHER CLOTHES 


- So much for the furs. There remains 
the problem of safeguarding ordinary 
wearing apparel. 

A couple of pence will procure moth 
balls to strew around—quite a good cure, 
but, unfortunately, the moth ball is apt to 
cling to all clothes hung in the wardrobe. 

If this “cure” is decided upon, it is 
worth noting that by spending a little 
more money it is possible to get lavender 
tablets, which, while doing their daty to 
the moths, leave a less objectionable 
odour about the clothes. 

Lhe above method is really for the lazy, 
or for cases where only a couple of moths 
have been seen. If the pest is more 
serious, the ‘‘cure’’ will require more 
patience and hard work. What matter, 
if success is achieved. 


COMPLETE CLEARANCE 


For complete destruction there is only 
one really sure way.- Spread newspapers 
all around the wardrobe on the floor to 
protect the carpet. Clear out the entire 
contents,.and move all garments into the 
fresh air. Dust out the wardrobe 
thoroughly, especially the corners and 
crevices. 

Pour turpentine into a _  wide-necked 
vessel, and with a soft cloth wash over 
the entire inside of the wardrobe with 
this liquid, using it generously. — Loeck 
the doors, and leave it so for a day, or 
longer if possible. If on opening the 
door any moths still exist, repeat the 
dose. 

It is unlikely that this will be neces- 
sary. 

Meanwhile, the clothes removed from 
the wardrobe should be very carefully 
examined, and if moth-eaten they should 
either have the bad bits cut away or 
they should be destroyed completely. On 
no account should they be given for use 
as dusters or polishers. The kitchen fire- 
grate is their best mark. 

The clothes which have not been 
tacked should be brushed or shaken in 
the open air, and pressed with a hot 
iron. 


LAST TOUCH 


The shelves and drawers of the wardrobe 
should then be lined with newspaper before 
the freshened clothes are returned to it. 
At this point the big job might be finished 
by scattering moth balls (scented) on the 
shelves and floor. It is hardly likely that 
any moth could withstand such drastic 
treatment. 

If, on the other hand, this is considered 
too much trouble, and the moths are 
allowed to remain in the clothes, it is 
probable that much damage will bé done, 
and that the trouble will spread around 
the room to the curtains, and, worst of all, 
to the carpet and furniture. 

Suit cases and trunks are also favourite 
nesting places for moths. It is a simple 
cure to give them a turpentine wash after 
the holiday before letting them disappear 
into the bexroom for the winter. 

It is difficult to find any real reason for 
there are some people 
who say that moths nest in elder trees, 
and fly into houses through the. windows 
just like flies. For that reason it would 
well to cut down elder trees in the 
garden. Unfortunately, this drastic 
method cannot be applied in the garden 
next door ! 

4 It remains then only to wage war on the 
destructive little pésts with ammunition 
at hand, considering no trouble too tire- 
some if it is recommended as efficient. It 
is a pity that builders of wardrobes do 
not give more thought to moths when they 
are planning the ventilation of wardrobes.

NOT A DEATH-BED GIFT 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA, 


_ Reserved judgment was delivered disallow- 
ing the claim of Philip Katz, a dealer in 
clothes, of 32 Rathmines road, Dublin. to a 
deposit receipt for £1,900, a cheque for 
£3 17s. 6d., three £1 notés and a gold albert 
as death-bed gifts In to him by Alexander 
Abrahamson, who had resided with him for 
some weeks before his death, and who 
formetly lived at Govan road, Glasgow. 

Henry G. Morris, Clare street, Dublin, who 
had been deputed by the Court to represent 
the King’s and Lord Treasurer’s Remem- 
brancer in Scotland, was named as defendant 
in the summons, along with the Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, delivering judgment, 
said that the law in regard to the evidence 
required for donatio mortis causa was quite 
clear. In strict law corroboration was not 
necessary, but the Court, where there was no 
corroboration, must be alert closel to 
scrutinise the evidence, and he could not 
imagine a case in which the Court should be 
mere Vigilant than the present. The facts 
were very peculiar. Abrahamson, who knew 
the donee in business in Glasgow, fled as a 
fugitive from income tax from Scotland, and 
arrived at the house of the claimant. 
Abrahamson brought with him from Scotland 
certainly about £2,000, probably more. He 
lodged £1,900 on deposit receipt in the 
National Bank, Dublin. It was dina that 
Abrahamson lodged in claimant’s house for 
six: weeks before his death merely as a guest 
and without paying for his food and | ging. 
This, in the case of man who was known to 
have plenty of money to pay, was open to 
comment; but mo one could contradict the 
claimant and his wife, and there was no 
explanation where the rest of Abrahamson's 
money either came from or had gone to. 

“IT know,” said Mr. Justice Hanna, “that 
the Jews are very charitable and generous to 
the poor of their own race, but this man was 
far from being poor—indeed, wealthy for his 
position in life—and well able to pay.”’ 

Having dealt with the last illness of 
Abrahamson, Mr. Justice Hanna said that the 
first element of doubt in the case was whether 
Abrahamson was really capable at that time 
of knowing who had or might have claims 
upon him and what property he had to dis- 
pose of; and, coming to what he described 
as the ‘‘crucial part” of the case, he said 
that the claimant, according to his own 
evidence, went out of the room for a moment 
alter, in accordance with the direction of 
the doctor, he had given Abrahamson a tea- 
spoonful of whiskey, and when he came back 
Abrahamson lowered the blanket which was 
round his body and gave him a parcel. 

The first version given by the claimant of 
what Abrahamson then said was on the 4th 
April, 1935, about a fortnight after Abraham- 
son died, when, in his affidavit, he said: 
“The deceased told me that he realised that 
he was dying: he took the said property, and, 
in contemplation of his impending death, gave 
it to me íor myself absolutely, exclaiming at 
the time that he was dying.” 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that to him it was 
quite clear that that statement was inspired 
by a knowledge gained somehow by the 
claimant regarding the requisites of donatio 
mortia canea according to law. It was very 
obviously a law book statement, and one was 
not surprised that when the claimant gave his 
evidence in the witness box his words were 
different, for he said that Abrahamson said 
to him: “I feel very bad. You are all very 
good to me. This is all I have. I have no 
one bar you,” The difference in these two 
statements constituted a second very im: 
portant element of doubt in the case. 

In conclusion, Mr. Justice Hanna said that. 
having regard to matters that he had men- 
tioned, considerable doubt had been raised in 
his mind, and he was unable to declare in 
favour of this gift, as the evidence did not 
bear that scrutiny which it was the duty of 
the Court to give in cases of that kind before

Wilham Phelan then entered the witness 
box, and said that he had given certain 
information to his solicitor, Mr. Seales, with 
regard to a sun: of £67, which, 1t had -been 
stated, was found in clothing of the testatrix. 

“I wish to say,” he added, “that the 
evidence I gave in regard to the £67 was 
false.”’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it was per- 
fectly clear to him that the story told by 
Miss Phelan about her grandmother’s will 
must be substantially accurate. She borrowed 
a key and opened the door of a room occupied 
by her brother, which was kept locked, and 
in which she found the will. He was satisfied 
that both William Phelan and his son were 
lying when they gave evidence in the case 
in that Court. The father’s statement about 
the £67 showed that his son nrust also have 
been telling what was untrue. People who 
gave evidence in such a way were deserving 
of no consideration from the Court; in fact, 
the Court might take very drastic steps in 
relation to it, The only question involved 
now was whether William Phelan was to get 
any costs in connection with the will. He 
had, no right to ask for a grant, a will being 
in existence. ; | 

Mr. J. Farrell (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
Kennedy), for Miss Phelan, pressed for costs 
against. William Phelan. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would 
direct that the costs of the application and 
of the original motion and the re-entry be 
paid by William Phelan.

CONDITIONAL ORDER 
TO QUASH 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


On the application of Mr. McGonigal (in- 
structed by Mr. Robert 8. Magee) a con- 
ditional order of certiorari was granted to 
bring into the High Court to be quashed a 
conviction ot January 22nd of this year by 
the District Justice at Lifford, in a prosecu- 
tion against John Traynor, clothes dealer, of 
Strabane. 

Mr. McGoniga, said that this was a 
Customs prosecution in which Traynor first 
had beew convicted on April 23rd, 1934. The 
District Justice stated a case for the opinion 
of the High Court, objection having been 
taken to the validity of the proceedings on 
the grounds that the conviction ignored the 
election of the Revenue Commissioners to claim 
a penalty of threc times the duty paid value 
of the goods; and that the defendant had 
neither See summoned nor detained at the 
time when the charge was first preferred. 
The High Court held that the District 
Justice was wrong in ignoring the election 
of the Revenue Commissioners and sent the 
case back to him. The District Justice, on 
January 22nd, 1936, made a further convic- 
tion, this time imposing the full penalty, and 
the order of certiorari now hee nk for was to 
have that conviction quashed on the ground 
that the prosecution was initiated without 
informations being exhibited at or before the 
entering of the charge; and also on the 
eae that there was no jurisdiction in the 

istrict Justice te state a case after he had 
given his determination. 

Mr. Justice-O’Byrne granted the conditional 
order in respect of the conviction of January 
22nd, 1936, on these two grounds.

“NO GROUNDS FOR 
DEFENCE” 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


The case for the defence was opened in the 
action in which Edwin W. Walker, with an 
address in Manchester, sought a declaration 
that he is the owner of a ticket which drew 
Tuxedo, an wunplaced horse, in the Irish 
Hospitals’ Sweepstake on the Cambridgeshire, 
1935, and a declaration that he is entitled 
to the prize money payable in respect of the 
ticket, £372 6s. 9d., which had been lodged 
in Court, less costs, by the Hospitals’ Sweep- 
stakes Trustees. The defendant, Albert U. 
Leech, with an address at Harrow-on-the-Hill, 
Middlesex, was also a claimant to the prize 
money.

GALWAY FARMERS’ 
DISPUTE 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An action was mentioned in which Patrick 
Murray (Michael) and a large number of 
other farmers residing in the Roxborough 
district, Loughrea, Co. Galway, are the 

laintifis, and Michael Whelan, and other 
armers residing in the same area, defendants. 
The action is brought for damages for 
alleged trespass on the Roxborough mountain, 
on the Persse estate, Co. Galway. 

Mr. MeGuckiu, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Gearoid O'Sullivan (instructed by Mr. VY. P. 
Shields) for the plaintiffs, said that in the 
statement of claim the relief sought, in addi 
tion to damages for trespass, was an 
injunction to restrain the defendants from 
interfering with the mountain and cutting 
turbary ou it. The area consisted of 
approximately 3,000 acres. The defendants 
mwa that the plaintiffs were not entitled 
to any relief by reason of the fact that the 
defendants had a right to cut turbary, and 
also because thc plaintiffs had not before the 
Court all the parties who were entitled to 
share in the inountain. The motion before 
the Court now was to :dd as plaintiffs all 
those tenants who were entitled to a one- 
eighty-first share in the mountain, with the 
exception of one who had refused to become 
a plaintiff, and this involved adding him to 
the defendants so as to bring all the parties 
before the Court. The motion also included 
a claim for a declaration that the plaintiffs 
were entitled te the lands in dispute. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Micks (instructed by Mr. Charles I. Foley) 
for the defendants, said that the action 
began as a simple action for trespass, the 
statement of claim asked for an injúhction, 
and then when the defence had been lodged 
the plaintiffs saw their difficulty, and 
amended their hand and now sought a 
declaration of title. He suggested that the 
plaintiffs should get their amendment only 
on the most stringent terms. One of the 
defences was that the action was not sustain- 
able in the absence of the entire ownership 
of the lands. . 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that he would 
give the plaintiffs the relief sought in the 
motion before the Court, but they would have 
to pay the defendants the costs of their 
defence which was rendered useless by the 
way in which the. plaiatiffs now sought to 
change their action. Ha would also give the 
defendants the costs of that application, and 
give them liberty to file an amended defence.

SHOULD KEEP BOOKS 

The detective sergeant suggested to them 
that they should keep books to show a 
proper recor of articles they received. They 
showed him books which merely described 
the purcauses to that date as scrap silver or 
scrap gold. [It wac pointed out to them 
that that description was insufficient. On 
July 2nd, 1934, a man named Dolan got 
in through a window of Miss French’s house 
and stole the three articles produced in 
Court, and two pepper castors. Dolan sold 
the silver loving cup and the two silver 
urns to the accused man “for 10s. When 
Detective Sergeants Moran and McSweeney 
called on Morris Lee he said that he knew 
nothing about them. It would be shown 
that Lee sold the urns to Bernard Davis, 
with whom he had been lodging, for 4s. 
The price appeared insignificant, but the 
jury would have to determine whether these 
articles were sold for the express purpose of 
getting rid of them, and whether the 
accused man knew that he had bonght 
stolen articles, and that he got rid of 
them to evade the consequences of his action. 
Notice of the stolen goods was served on 
Lee. The silver articles remained un- 
discovered until eome time early in 1035 


CHURCH ORNAMENT 

Miss French, Waterloo place, Dublin 
described the burglary of the articles from 
her house on the morning of July 2, 1984. 
The loving cup had the date 1764. She paid 
£7 for one of the urns, which was a church 
ornament and had belonged to an old Maltese 
family. There was another similar urn in 
the Cathedral at Malta.. She bought the 
loving cup from an ironmonger in London 
for little money. 

James Dolan, London, gave evidence statiag 
that he had stolen the articles produced in 
Court, and sold them to a smelting company 
in Westmoreland street to the man in the 
dock for 10s. 

In reply to Mr. Sherry, Dolan admitted 
that he had committed other burglaries, aad 
had received a sentence of six months’ im.

DETECTIVE’S EVIDENCE 


Detective-Sergeant Moran described visits 
to the Lees’ premises. On July 3 he. with 
Detective-Sergeant McSweeney, saw the 
brothers Lee, and told them that the Guards 
were inquiring about a stolen loving cup, 
two _ silver urns, and two silver pepper 
cannisters. They called on subsequent 
occasions, but could get no information or 
trace of these articles.

He put the three 
articles on the counter, where they probably 
remained for a week or two. Davis hought 
the urns as plate, About a week later wit- 
ness sold the cup to Clein for 17s. He, sold 
the cup to Clein somewhat in excess of sinelt- 
ing price.

DID NOT REMEMBER! 

Witness was cross-examined as to the 
absence of certain entries in the books and 
also as to the inquiries of detective officers 
in his shop in respect of the stolen articles.

IVING evidence at the Local Govern- 
e ment (Dublin) Tribunal yesterday, Mr. 
Horace T. O'Rourke, City Architect, 
said that for many years he had been of 
opinion that his staff was inadequate for the 
amount of work that it had to deal with, and 
also the existing by-laws governing building 
operations. The branch in which the staff 
was particularly inadequate was in the super- 
vision of buildings. In an area of 18,000 
he had only four building surveyors, 
one of whom was a temporary official. in 
his opinion at least six building inspectors 
were necessary 

The Chairman (Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.)}— 
Is it by reason of the increase of building 
in recent years?—Yes, in regard to the in- 
crease over a Wide area and the increase in 
building operations. This state of affairs, 
continued the witness, had been brought 
before the Corporation, Lut without result. 

Further examined by the Chairman, Mr. 
O'Rourke said that, apart from the Town 
Planning Act, his department had no power 
to prevent undesirable buildings from being 
erected. 

The Chairman—I have a case in mind, off 
Grosvenor road, A little place was constructed 
called Grosvenor place, where some small 
houses of a very undesirable nature were 
built. Do I understand from you that, as 
it stands, you had no control to prevent it? 

Mr. O'Rourke said that this was a matter 
over which he had had no control whatever. 
His duty was discharged when he reported 
that the bpilding by-laws were observed. 

The Chilirma 1 asked if such a scheme as 
the one mentioned could have been prevented 
under the Public Healtn Acts. 

The witness did now think so, but he was of 
opinion that it could have been prevented 
under the Town Planning Act. 


MIDDLE-CLASS HOUSES 


With regard to the housing of the middle 
classes, Mr. O'Rourke said that the bye- 
laws covering this class of building were 
obsolete. The building bye-laws for muni- 
cipal areas made no reference to the modern 
forms of construction or modern materials 
recently introduced. They did not operate at 
all in the case of ferro-concrete construction 
or with steel framed buildings.

In reply to a member of the Tribunal, Mr.

Undoubtedly, he said, if the city continued 
to grow and spread it would lose a great deal 
of its individuality and charm. He did not 
agree that a large number of working people 
eventually must be housed outside the city. 


TOWN PLANNING 


Mr. J. P. Fitzgibbons, a staff officer of 
the street section, and Secretary of the 
Town Planning Committee of Dublin Cor- 
poration, gave evidence of the adoption of 
the Town Planning Act by the City Council. 
sefore the passing of the Act full advantage 
was taken of the various powers ‘under the 
Public Health and other Acts to secure 
that building proposals should conform to 
modern principles of town planning. 

The Act, however, gave more extensive 
powers of control than thew hitherto could 
exercise. Apart from municipal housing 
schemes the growth oí the city was the work 
of private owners. The wise guidance of 
such growth by intelligent public control 
would give them, in the course of time, a 
newly planned city at a minimum of expense 
to the public authority.

WEXFORD COAST RESCUE

ROSSLARH HARBOUR, Friday. 

Two Jesuit Fathers from Milltown Park, 
Dublin, who are holidaying at Ballytrent 
| House, County Wexford, were to-day rescued 
(trom. grave danger. They went out from the 
village of Carne in a sixteen foot skiff, and 
ventured too far. The skiff got into a racing 
current, which, assisted by a strong south 
westerly wind, carried it towards the Dnskar 
Lighthouse. Coxwain Thomas Kyan of the 
Coast Life Saving Service, was out 
lobster fishing, and saw their predicatnent. 
He called a volunteer crew together and set 
out atter the skiff, which was then nearly 
nine miles irom Carne, and rapidly approach- 
ing the boiling tide race which foams over 
Bailey's Rocks, between ‘luskar and the main- 
land.

PEAKING a few days ago at Cam- 
bridge, Mr. Stanley Baldwin urged 
“ae universities of Great Britain ‘ to pro- 
duce more poets,” in order to inspire the 
world with a sense of unity and freedom. 
“ Great poets are scarce,” he remarked 
impressively ; ‘‘ scarcer, erhaps, than 
scientific men. I always feel that one of 
the tragedies of the world is the way in 
which the Devil is using the discoveries 
of the chemist, and of those men who 
invented the internal combustion engine, 
for the destruction of mankind. No 
poet has done that. 1 do not think many 
of them did much harm in their lives, but 
they left us incalculable benefits for this 
world,” At which point, no doubt, 
there were loud and appreciative cheers. 


Such remarks are common enough and 
are generally well meant, but they come 
yather oddly from the head of a modern 
Government. If Mr. Baldwin really is 
disturbed because poets are few, and 
because the Devil seems to have a 
monopoly of all the chemists and 
engineers, a glance at his estimates for 
the current year should provide him with 
part of the reason for this state of affairs. 
For 1936-37 the total revenue of the 
British Exchequer is calculated’ at 
£872,450,000. Of this sum, £49,281,000 
will go to the Army, £68,930,000 to the 
Navy, £38,000.000 to the Air Force and 
£1,200 to the Civil List for the support of 
the Fine Arts.

When Miss Mannin puts Mr. Gray among 
the young school of proletarian writers, the 
‘men who have known the grunt and sweat 
of a weary life,’ she does him no real ser- 
vice. It is only at Bloomsbury parties this 
tvpe of proletarianism would pass muster. 
The reader would be wise to ignore the 
generous comparison of “Let Us Pray” to 
work by Boden, Hudson, and so forth, and 
accept this first novel on its own merits. 
Mr. Gray has a story to tell, and he tells 
it well enough to satisfy the ordinary reader. 
In George Webb awl Ellen Winters, and 
Jack Webb and his sister Rosie, he has 
characters able to stand on the fiction of 
the day on their own feet. That much of 
the scene is observed from behind the bar 
of a publichouse and the refuges of London 
down and outs may give it the smell and 
noise of sweat and grant, but that is not 
of so much consequence as Miss Mannin 
thinks.

R. STARKIE’S third volume of travel 
experiences describes a journey in 
the spring of 1935 which, starting from 
Tangier, took him through Morocco. 
Andalucia and La Mancha, Readers of 
 Raggle-Taggle’’ and ‘‘ Spanish Raggle- 
Taggle’’ will find here the salient 
characteristics of his earlier books, con- 
firmed and developed by experience ; his 
discursiveness, his Borrovian — senti- 
mentality, his linguistic curiosity, his 
quick ear, his unashamed aversion to 
physical exercise, his friendliness, and his 
native capacity for enjoyment. His 
reaction to his surroundings are always 
spontaneous and rapid, and this, together 
with his considerable skill as a raconteur 
and his wealth of agreeably diversified 
erudition, makes his book always readable. 
although it is du reportage rather than a 
piece of exact scholarship or a work of 
psychological insight. 

All this is to say that Dr. Starkie takes 
the world as he finds it, and does not feel 
the necessity at each step of explaining 
it away; and, as the gypsy also is not 
given to searching his soul for a Weltan- 
schauung or a justification of his existence’ 
the two get on very well together, although 
the smells of Tetuan and the bed-bugs of 
Triana sometimes make the situation diff- 
cult for one of the parties.

The reader, in short, who reads in order 
to be diverted, and not from any specialised 
standpoint, will find abundant matter for 
entertainment ; and so it is, perhaps, un- 
necessary to insist too much ón the obvious 
weaknéss of “Don Gypsy.”” It could 
benefit from compression and excision of. 
unnecessary repetitions, the style runs to 
mannerism (Borrow, Sterne and Rabelais 
have done the damage here, but Cervantes 
is an influence on the other side), and 
translations from the Spanish too often 
expand and prettify the terse originals 
out of recognition. 


Gypsy Music 


To many readers the discussions on 
gypsy music in “ Raggle-Taggle’’ were 
the most interesting part of the book, and 
there is a generous amount of musical 
quotation in “ Don Gypsy,’’ but the treat 
ment of what should have been, musically, 
the high spot of his journey—the 
Caute Jondo of the gypsies of Andalucia— 
is disappointingly slight, and although at 
Granada Dr. Starkie visited the most 
Spanish of Spanish composers, and one of 
the leading figures in European music, 
Don Manuel de Falla, he has given us 
little of interest from the conversation.

“Fay ce que Vouldras ' 


This is, however, a personal travel book 
not a guide book, and Dr. Starkie must 
be the judge of what to write, and how to 
write it. He has hoisted his literary 
colours, atid now sails under the flag of 
the Thelemites, with their motto. 
“Fay ce que vouldras,” or “Do what 
you will,’’ and his exemplar is the lean 
knight of La Mancha, who, one morning 
in July, before day, “ without acquainting 
anyone with his design, with all the 
secrecy imaginable, sallied out of the 
private door of his back-yard into the 
fields, and so began his adventures.” So 
Dr. Starkie, for the moment, ends his 
travels at Argama-Silla de Alba, the town 
of Don Quijote de la Mancha. 

The bibliography given in “ Spanish 
Raggle-Taggle ” is continued in on appen- 
dix, and there is also a list of gramophone 
records of Spanish folk-song.

iE publisher's notice about “ Husbandry 
in Heaven” reads most promisingly, 
and tells of its marvellous descriptions 
of occult powers, mysticism, African magic 
and the strange workings of the human mind.

Shaping the Future. By Basil Matthews. 
Student Christian Movement Press. 3/6 and

HIS book is based on a series of mis- 
sionary lectures given by.. Mr. 
Matthews in Trinity College, Dublin, last 
spring. It is missionary in an extremely 
broad sense, giving a bird’s eye view of 
the confli¢t for the soul of mankind in 
which Christianity is to-day engaged, both 
in East and West; for, as is shown in the 
chapter entitled ' The New Frontiers of 
Paganism,” the world can no longer be 
neatly portioned out between “ Chiristen- 
dom ” and “ Heathenism,’’ The modern 
idolatry of the nation, the scientific 
materialism of Communism, the cult of 
pleasure for its own sake—these things, 
arising in the West but spread throughout 
the world, are to-day more dangerous 
enemies to Christianity than are the old 
non-Christian religions. 
With the vivid style and wealth of 
illustration which characterise all his 
books, Mr. Matthews depicts a world upset 
_and restless from these rew movements, 
affecting even most backward sections of 
mankind. He describes, for example, the 
determination of many thousands of 
Indian “ Untouchables’ to renotince 
Hinduism, and to find some religion or way 
of living which will give them the status of 
men, not beasts. He does not hesitate to 
admit that the revolt against Christianity 
in some countries, as Russia, has been due 
to the failure of Christian nations “or 
Christian Churches to put the religion they 


| proíessed into practice. But he also shows 


how in country after couhtry Christians 
are striving to meet the new situation, and 
not least the native leaders in countries 
where Christianity has but recently been 
established. Men like Kagawa in Japan, 
or Aggrey in Africa have set a kaadlline 
for courage, enterprise and faith which 
Western Christians might well copy. 
While facing frankly the dangers and drffi- 
culties, this is an inspiring and encourag- 
ing book. 


Venice at Leisure

Dreamers in Venice. By Russeil Green, 
London: Nelson. 7/6 net. 


R. RUSSELL GREEN is the direct 
opposite of the modern tourist. For 
him no lightning swoop from station to 
hotel and vice versa in order to proceed to 
some other place as rapidly as possible. 
He sits down in some choser locality, of 
which he has thoroughly mastered “the 
history and associations, and soaks inthe 
atmosphere and colour of the neighbour- 
hood. At least, this is what he has done 
with Venice. His narrative is a scholarly 
blend of literature, history, and famous 
péople and places, nicely bound together 
by the least flavour of guide book. Con- 
sequently his Venice is far more than the 
Grand Canal, San Marco, or even the 
Lido. True, these places are mentioned, 
but in their place, and sauced with appro- 
priate. observations. i 
Mr. Green 's Venice has little to do with 
quick-rush tourist methods. His Venice 
is the Venice of Carducci, the city which 
Ruskin adored, where Wagner found peace 
in his restless life, and even Byrom “was 
satisfied. Extracts from other authors. as 
Charles Dickens and George Sand are fh- 
cluded, which give a pleasing literary 
smack to the general contents. There are 
plenty of photographs, and the print is 
very large and clear. á

God Save the King! 


When the news appeared on Thursday 
afternoon that an attempt on the King’s 
life in London had been frustrated, a wave 
of deep. emotion spread not only across 
the British Commonwealth, but across 
the civilised world. The earlier reports 
seem to have been exaggerated. No 
shots were fired; a loaded revolver was 
knocked out of a man’s hand by a special 
policeman, and nobody was hurt in any 
way. A man who was arrested on the spot 
declared that he had no intention to harm 
the King, and seems to be a person of 
unbalanced mind. The whole incident in 
itself is trivial. Crowmed heads always 
are exposed to attacks from cranks, as well 
as from would-be assassins; but demonstra 
tions of this kind are so unusual in Great 
Britain that the matter has attracted 
The young King, who 
from his early childhood has been 
accustomed to mix freely with all sorts and 
conditions of men whithersoever he has 
gone, never has taken the trouble to protect 
himself against possible attacks. Naturally 
he has been guarded by the police, just 
as every Cabinet Minister is guarded ; but 
the “ Prince” always took the view that 
he was one of the people, and participated 
in all their activities without regard to 
his exalted station or to the safety of his 
person. Now that he has become King be 
no longer can expose himself to the risks. 
however slight, of former years. He and 
the other members of his family are so 
popular that nobody but a lunatic ever 
would.dream of attacking him. On the 
contrary, the affection in which he was 
held as Prince of Wales seems, if any- 
thing, to have been intensified since he 
came to the Throne, and a serious attempt 
upon his life by any of his own people 
is unthinkable. On the other hand, just 
because he is so free from possible attack 
in Great Britain it is necessary that the 
most stringent precautions should be taken 
to protect him. His demeanour on Thurs- 
day, when he must have realised that his 
life was not free from danger, stamps him 
as a worthy successor to his father; but 
the days of his personal freedom are gone, 
and in future his movements must be 
restricted. 

Thursday's affair has been the occasion 
of a remarkable tribute to the value of 
the British Monarchy. The spontaneous 
outburst of national sympathy with the 
young King proves—if, indeed, proof were 
needed—that the Crown is the fulcrum of 
the British nation’s being. Furthermore, 
the great stream of messages that has 
been pouring into Buckingham Palace 
from ali parts of. the world shows that 
foreign opinion also is alive to the virtues 
of the monarchical system. In a world 
that is turbulent and distraught, in which 
nothing seems to be certain except con- 
fusion, the British Throne stands as the 
greatest existing symbol of stability. The 
whole British Commonwealth is para- 
doxical, but nothing is more paradoxical 
and, at the same time, more logical, than 
the fact of the Crown. It is a survival of

It always 
has accommodated itself to changing con- 
ditions, and, while it has: retained, and 
ntensified, all the traditions and 
ry of kingship, it has kept in the 
of national progress. It represents 
democracy in its highest form, giving that 
sense of permanence which no republican 
system ever can give. It is above and 
beyond political controversy; yet the 
King is no mere figurehead. He is a 
national leader in a way that no 
| Duce or Fuchrer ever could be, embodying 
in his person the continuity of a thousand 
years. 

Among the hundreds of messages that 
were received at Buckingham Palace yes- 
terday was one from the Government ol 
the Irish Free State, where the problem of 
the Crown has reached a stage of some 
acuteness. The King is one of the two 
remaining estates of the Oireachtas; but 
it seems to be fairly certain that in his 
new Constitution President de Valera will 
make a further attempt to whittle down, 
if not to abolish altogether, the position of 
the Crown in the Saorstdt. One of the 
most striking features of the reactions 
to Thursday’s incident in London has been 
the attitude of the Dominions beyond the 
seas. Nobody could be more democratic 
or more jealous of their independence than 
the people of Canada, of Australia, of 
New Zealand and South Africa. Yet they 
have a passionate loyalty to the Throne 
which defies all analysis. It is safe to 
say that if the British Monarchy should 
disappear to-morrow the Commonwealth 
would dissolve into its elements within a 
month. The King is the symbol of the 
Dominions’ unity with the mother 
countries and with one another. He is 
the focus of their common adherence to 
those principles of liberty and justice upon 
which the British Commonwealth is based, 
and millions of men and women of 
different races find in the Crown a rallying 
point for their patriotic instincts. It is 
a thousand pities that the Government of 
the Free State does not 
Monarchy openly and thankfully. This 
country, above all others, needs a syste™ 


accept the 


of government that will create a sense ol 
stability in the national mind. It needs 
the colour, the dignity, and the strength 
of kingship to enable its. people to rise 
above the pettinesses of parochial] politics, 
and to provide an outlet for the deep and 
abiding loyalty of which they are capable. 
We believe that the Irish people, without 
distinction of class or tenet, are essentially 
monarchical in their outlook. We believe 
that there is in Ireland less republicanism 
of the doctrinaire type than there is in 
almost any other country—including Eng- 
land—in the modern world. All that the 
people require is a lead ; and there is only 
one man alive who can give it to them. 


A National Luck-Penny 


From the beginning of October next 
private telephone subscribers in England 
will be made a present of fifty local calls 
every quarter without charge. At first 
sight the concession may appear to be in 
line with the several reductions in Post 
Office services which have been made 
recently in the United Kingdom; but 
in reality it differs profoundly from them. 
For a retailer to reduce the price of some 
of his goods is one thing; to offer his 
customers something for nothing is quite 
another. By this move the Post Office has 
introduced the principle of the “ luck- 
penny ” into public finance. A spice of 
adventure creeps into the householder’s 
relations with his telephone. The careful 
subscriber will find a new game in the 
endeavour to keep the total of his calls 
within the free limit, so that, at the end 
of the quarter, there will be no bill at 
all except for the rent of the instrument ; 
but the happy-go-lucky will have a glorious 
alternative between a policy of reckless 
use in the early days or extreme parsi- 
mony, to be followed, on the last day of 
the quarter, by a positive orgy of telephon- 
ing. Once adopted, the principle can be 
extended in such a way as to introduce a 
sporting element into all dealings with the 
Post Office. An occasional present of 
stamps to regular customers could be made 
to balance the gifts which private firms 
sometimes give at Christmas ; or the clerks 
might be instructed from time to time to 
toss a coin with a customer and offer him 
doubles or quits for the price of a telegram. 
Something of a precedent for the latter 
exists already in the public telephone- 
boxes, where a preliminary push at 
Button B sometimes will produce a little 
stream of pennies, The introduction of the 
free gift system into a Government depart- 
ment need shock nobody. If the State sets 
up as a retail merchant, the fact that it 
has a monopoly is no reason why it should 
deprive its customers of the advantages 
offered by other firms. The present 
system by which every commodity in the 
shops has a fixed price which cannot be 
altered by bargaining is a comparatively 
new one; and it has removed some of the 
spice from life. When a sixpenny loaf 
could be bought for fivepence halfpenny— 
after half an hour’s keen haggling—the 
transaction afforded a great deal of 
pleasure to both parties concerned; and, 
now that the pressure of business no longer 
allows it, the system of something for 
nothing becomes increasingly popular. 
The housewife cannot obtain a reduction 
in price, however adroitly she may 
bargain; but, by assiduous collection of 
coupons, she may hope to become the 
possessor of a set of fish knives or a potted 
palm free of all charge. In England the 
Post Office keeps abreast of commercial 
enterprise. How long will it be before the 
Department of Posts and Telegraphs offers

Tt is interesting to watch Russia's 
gradual backsliding from the pure gospel 
of Communism, One by one she is sacrific- 
ing the principles of her founders. In the 
economic sphere payment by “ piecowork ”’ 
has been recognised, and varying scales of 


munists—now are the rule of the day. 
Politically, she no longer holds herself at 
arm’s. length from her capitalist neigh- 
bours.' She has joined the League of 
Nations; she has deigned to conclude 
bilateral agreements with several coun- 
tries—and there is, of course, the Franco- 
Soviet Pact. Most interesting of all, 
however, is her quiet reversion to the 
traditional outlook upon social and moral 
things. One of the features of Soviet life 
upon which foreign visitors were wont to 
dwell was the readiness with which 
divorces could be obtained. Either partner 
to a marriage could go at any time to the 
Divorce Bureau—which, aptly enough, was 
situated often in the same building as the 
Marriage Bureau—and there could make a 
simple declaration of his, or her, desirg 
for a divorce. Everything was simple; no 
obstacle ever was put in anybody’s way ; 
in fact, the Bureau was so accommodating 
as to send a postcard informing the 
divorced party—who, as often as not, was 
completely ignorant that “ proceedings ”’ 
were being taken—of his, ór her, new and 
lonely status. Now it appears that the 
prevalence of divorce has alarmed the 
Soviet authorities. Some. weeks ago they 
issued a “ code of family life,’’ whose 
bourgeois inclinations must cause~dismay 
to all doctrinaire Communists; and one 
result of this code has been an immediate 
falling-off in the number of divorces 
within the Union. During its first twelve 
days of operation divorces have declined 
by no less than eighty-five per cent. 
Admittedly, many people rushed to 
“ liquidate ” their partners in the wecks 
preceding the new code’s enforcement ; 
and some of the decline may be due to the 
fact that the fees for divorce, though still 
very low, have been raised.

Belfast's Airport 


We learn with pleasure that Belfast’s 
new airport will be ready for service 
in the near future. ,Our readers are 
familiar with the general idea of this 
excellent scheme, which involves the 
reclamation from the sea of 360 acres on 
the County Down shore of Belfast Lough. 
Of these acres one hundred already have 
been drained and consolidated ; a number 
of electricity pylons and high tension 
cables in the vicinity are being removed ; 
and the Belfast Harbour Commissioners. 
who are responsible for the work, expect 
that an Air Ministry «licence will be 
granted, and that the port will be -avail- 
able for use, before the end of this year. 
When all is completed, Belfast will pos- 
sess an aerodrome which will have few 
equals, and probably no superior,. among 
those of these islands. Experts claim that 
the new site is better than any in Great 
Britain. It is remarkably free from fog ; 
it offers not only a splendid landing-place 
for aeroplanes, but, close at hand, useful 
harbourage for seaplanes; and it is no 
more than seven minutes’ motor drive 
from the centre of Belfast, whereas the 
existing civil aerodrome, at Newtownards, 
is ten miles distant. We congratulate 
the North on this forthcoming addition t.; 
its amenities. Belfast, bound by. close 
links of commierce with the large centres 
of Great Britain, was among the first 
cities of these islands to recognise the 
importance of aerial transport, and for a 
long time past she has been linked by 
regular air services with England and 
Scotland. In this respect the North has 
been substantially in advance of the 
South. Let us hope that the Free State 
will profit by the example, and that, once 
having taken to the air, she will encourage 
the new mode of transport with all the 
enthusiasm at her disposal. The political 
links which bind Northern Ireland with 
Great Britain are closer than those 
between Great Britain and the Free 
State; yet quick and convenient transport 
to and from London and continental 
Europe are no less necessary to Dubiin 
than to Belfast.

Was the Procession Protected? 


It is not unlikely that there will be a

the letter if sent. Inquiry also is to be 
| made as to whether the police and 
military supervision of the route was sufi- 
ciently strict, and if further precautions 
could have been taken. 


| The Proscribed Penalties 


Under the Firearms Act of 1920, Section 
7, ‘‘ any person who has in his possession 
any firearm or ammunition, with intent 
| by means thereof to endanger life or cause 
| serious injury to property, shall, whether 
| any injury to person or property has been 
| caused or not, be deemed to have been 
| guilty of an offence under Section ó of the 
Explosive Substances Act, 1885. — The 
Section sets out certain offences which it 
makes felonies. The maximum punish- 
ment is penal -servitude not exceeding 20 
years, or imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, fér a term not exceeding two 
years, and the forfeiture of the explosive 
substance. 


The King’s Holiday : 


After the Kine has unveiled the 
Canadian Memorial at Vimy Ridge next 
| Sunday week he will proceed to the South 
of France. and remain there for a holida7 
of about a month. It is unlikely that any 
special steps will be taken for the Crown 
to be “ placed in commission ”’ during that 
time. The matter is being considered by 
the authorities and it is understood tha; 
the general view is that there will be no 
| need for the appointment of a Crown Com- 
| mission. Facilities for communication 
by telephone, telegraph and air now render 
| it, poss'blé far the King’s assent to Par- 
liamentary bills -and approval to other 
State matters to be given with little delay, 
and the only step likely to be taken is a 
regular aeroplane service between Bucking- 
ham Palace and Cannes, where there are 
adequate aeredrome facilities near thea 
King’s villa. 


Wireless Interference 


For the past three years an expgrt coni- 
mittee oí electrical engineers has Been In- 
vestigating the problem of interference 
with broadcasting, and a report now has 
| been drawn up recommending legislation 
to deal with the question. Most of the 
time has been spent in ascertaining to 
what degree interference is to be pro- 
hibited. Whatever regulations are drawn 
up it is probable that they will not apply 
to non-residential areas where large 
electrical plants are installed, as the cost 
of suppressing interference in such cases 
would be prohibitive, but it may be laid 
down that all new apparatus would have 
to be fitted with devices for the suppres. 
| sion of interference. Domestic electrical 
appliances are responsible for interference 
in many cases, and measures by which 
nuisances may be modified are being 
sought. 


Atlantic Air Service 


The inauguration of the Empire and 
trans-Atlantic air routes may be delayed 
unless difficulties which have arisen at 
Portsmouth are surmounted. The obstacle 
is of a financial nature. and work on the 
development of the base has been suspended 
pending a settlement between the Air 
Ministry and the Portsmouth Corporation 
The cost of the base is t> be about 
£1,000,000, and it has been estimated that 
the revenue will fall short of the experises 
by some £45,000 a year. Negotiations 
have been opened with regard to ascertain- 
ing the extent to which the Air Ministry 
will make good this -deficit. far, the 
local authorities have not shown a dispcsi- 
tion to bear more than 25 per cent.. but 
it is hoped that an agreement will be 
reached in time for the Empire services 
to be started in accordance with the 
original programme. 


Conference Rumours 


Talk in politica] circles to-day related 
to the rumour that another conference, 
designed to assist in the settlement of 
European affairs, is not improbable. In 
Paris it is said that Lord Halifax is to 
go to Berlin to arrange for the participa- 
tion of Germany in a new gathering, to 
follow the preliminary talks in London 
between Britain,. France and Belcium, 
which will be a substitute for the Locarno 
discussions due on July 22. The proposed 
conference would include not only Germany 
and Italy. but several other of the leading 
Powers. No confirmation was forthcoming 
here regarding this proposal, but there are 
reasons why such a gathering should be 
held, and it is almost certain that it would 
be welcomed by the British Government.

CHARGES UNDER TWO ACTS

The men who were brought before 
Mr. Bell, R.M., were:—Hugh McAteer, 
senior; Hugh McAteer, junior; Daniel 
McAteer, Edward G. McAteer, John 
McAteer, all of William street, and 
Thomas Carlin, St. Columb’s Well street.

OXFORD

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says: — The one hundred and fourth 


i annual meeting of the British Medical 


Association is now in session in Oxford, 
and for the fourth time in a century the 
President-elect of the Association, Sir 
Farouhar Buzzard, is also the Regius 
Professor of Medicine in the University. 
The combination of offices is significant, 
for the growth of the Association has 
taken place synchronously with the 
renaissance of the Oxford School, and, 


though it may be difficult to establish. 


any other connection between them than 
that furnished by the movement of men’s 
minds, this link is binding enough. The 
British Medical Association began and 
continues because physicians and surgeons 
are also men of science in the sense that 
their practice is based upon observation 
and experiment. That truth in the 
eighteenth century had too often been 
overlooked, with the result that practice 
had degenerated frequently into mere 
professionalism. The doctors achieved 
their own salvation in the light of know- 
ledge, which, since that conflicted with 
prevailing opinion, had to be held 
stubbornly and by the exhibition of a 
dauntless courage. 

Not less difficult a century ago was the 
way of the Medical School at . Oxford, 
which from origins of lustre: had sunk to 
decrepitude. With the coming of Sher- 
rington and Osler the Oxford School en- 
tered once again into its lost inheritance. 
Osler was the greatest clinical teacher of 
his day. He brought with him from the 
other side of the Atlantic a new outlook 
upon practice that belonged, nevertheless, 
to the English tradition. Never, per- 
haps, has any physician in his own work 
displayed so convincingly the unity of 
practice and theory, of observation and 
deduction. Osler, as teacher, was in the 
authentic tradition of Friar Roger Bacon, 
and so were those who with him re- 
built the School of Linacre, and set it 
among the first of the seats of medical 
learning. The school seems to many to 
be destined to become a centre of post- 
graduate teaching. If that teaching is 
combined, as at present, with research, 
Oxford will achieve in the days to come 
a new distinction, and a still more ex- 
alted usefulness.

It is expected that this reclaimed land 
will be ready to be brought into use as an 
aerodrome in the present year. It may be 
reached from East Belfast by Connsbrook 
road, and it is within seven minutes 
motor run of the City Hall, which 
approximates to the centre of Belfast. A 
longer alternative route may be available 
if the East Road is extended to the shore 
side of the proposed aerodrome. 


AREA OF 360 ACRES 


A total area of 360 acres is in process ol 
reclamation. One hundred acres of the 
area has been consolidated and drained by 
the staff of the Harbour Commissioners. 
The remainder is being drained and con- 
solidated at a satisfactory rate oí progress 
at present. 

The land has been reclaimed by dump- 
ing the material dredged from the harbour 
on the foreshore, instead of taking it out 
to sea, and, of course, it has taken a 
number of years to dry out. Grass is 
growing over a great part of the reclaimed 
land, and when this is cut there will be 
a perfectly flat and useful landing ground 
for aeroplanes. At first only the com- 
pletely dried 100 acres will be used, but 
eventually the entire area will become the 
aerodrome. 

At present there are certain obstructions 
which might interfere with approaching 
aircraft, in the shape of high tension 
cables and pylons, but these will shortly 
be removed. When that has been done 
the Harbour Commissioners hope that the 
land and its surroundings will comply 
with the requirements of the Air Ministry, 
and that the necessary licence to use the 
land as an aerodrome will be granted. 


FOR SEAPLANES 


This Belfast Harbour Aerodrome will 
have numerous advantages. With its ex- 
tensive frontages to the sea it will provide 
a harbourage for seaplanes, as well as an 
excellent and extensive landing ground for 
land aircraft. It will compare favourably 
in size with other aerodromes, and it can 
be extended almost indefinitely as more 
land is reclaimed. Few, if any, aerodromes 
in Europe are as close to the centre of a 
city, and it is clain.ed that there is no 
such ideal aerodrome site in the British 
Isles. i 

Belfast Lough is remarkably free from 
fogs, comparing favourably with Liver- 
pool, Glasgow, or even Dublin, in that 
respect, so that there is no problem similar 
to that which would confront the Dublin 
authorities were an aerodrome contem- 
plated on land to be reclaimed at Merrion 
or Irishtown. 

The site is completely in the Belfast 
Harbour Estate, and the aerodrome will 
be the property of the Belfast Harbour 
Commissioners—to that extent being not 
altogether a civic aerodrome. The pre- 
paration of the land and its reclamation. 
has been entirely due to the enterprise of 
the Harbour Commissioners, 

At present the nearest airport to Belfast 
is Newtownards, which is about eight or 
nine miles distant. 

A great deal more might be written 
about the projected aerodrome, but those 
in touch with developments are reluctant 
to speculate upon the future or to authorise 
the publication of anything that “has not 
already been approved by the Commis- 
sioners. This spirit of subdued optimism 
and concern with facts as they are, and 
not as they may be, probably is one of the 
healthiest features of the whole project.

IRISHMAN ELECTED 
PRESIDENT 


Professor R. J. Johnstone, F.R.C.S., 
M.P., who was elected President at the 
annual meeting of the British Medical 
Association at Oxford yesterday, is Pro- 
fessor of Gynecology at Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Belfast. He has represented the 
university in the Northern Parliament 
since its inception. 

He is an “old boy” of the Belfast 
Royal Academical Institution, and had a 
distinguished career at Queen's University 
and in London and Vienna. Professor 
Johnstone is a past president of the Ulster 
Branch of the British Medical Association 
and of the Ulster Medical Society, and has 
rendered valuable services in the world of 
medicine. ' : 

As member íor Oueen's University in 
the Northern House of Commons, he takes 
a keen interest in educational and local 
government affairs. He was a member of 
the Lynn Committee which considered the 
educational problem. in the North, and took 
& prominent part in the discussions on the

PROFESSOR ERIC ROBERTSON 
DODDS, M.A. (aged 43), Professor 
of Greek at the University of Birming- 
ham, who is a native of Banbridge, Co. 
Down, and an old boy of Campbell College. 
Belfast, will succeed Professor Gilbert 
.Murray, who is well known for his League 
of Nations’ Union and world peace 
activities, when he retires on July ólst 

after twenty-eight years in the Chair. 
The Prime Minister’s choice has been 
challenged by a section, on the grounds 


thet Professor Dodds was a conscientious i 


objector during the War, and that he 
holds “ advanced ” Socialist views. It 
has been urged that there are other 
classical scholars resident at Oxford with 
stronger claims to the Regius Professor- 
ship than Professor Dodds, whose career 
hitherto has been spent at provincial 
universities. 

A telephone interview by Mr. Randolph 
Churchill appeared in the Daily Mail on 
the 27th June, when Professor Dodds was 
reported to have said :— 

“I declined to take part in military 
work for two reasoris—because I was an 
internationalist sympathiser, and because, 
as an Irishman, I had no interest in the 
Empire as such during the War. I was 
never summoned for military service, and 
I spent some time doing ambulance ‘work 
in Siberia. Since the War I have modi- 
fied my views, and I am to-day perfectly 
friendly towards Great Britain.” 

He was asked whether he would now 
be prepared to fight in defence of the 
Empire. “ You cannot expect me,” he 
was stated to have replied, ‘‘ to answer 
that question without thought. I have 
not made up my mind.” 


PROFESSOR MURRAY’S 
VIEW 


Following this publication, Professor 
Murray, in an interview, said that he 
was much content to see the Chair occu- 
ied by Professor Dodds. Professor 
odds’s alleged political views were quite 
irrelevant. He had been appointed after 
the most careful consideration by the best 
authorities. 


IRRELEVANT MATTER 


To-day, says our Corresondent, I spoke 
to Professor Dodds, who is on holiday in 
Ross-shire. He said to me:— 

“Since the entirely irrelevant matter 
of my political views has been raised, 
I now want to correct the misleading 
implications of this absurd article. 
While I regard force as a highly unsatis- 
factory method of settling disputes, I 
am not, and never have been, a pacifist 
in the sense of denying that there are any 
circumstances in which the use of force is 
justifiable. The sole and sufficient reason 
for my chartge of attitude towards England 
was my acceptance of the Anglo-Irish 
settlement of 1921-22. 

“I did not state, as alleged. that I had 
not made up my mind whether I would 
fight for the British Empire to-morrow if 
called upon to do so. What I said was 
that I was not prepared to answer hypo- 
thetical questions on the spur of the 
moment down the telephone.”’ 


HOW THE APPOINTMENT 
WAS MADE 


The suggestion that Professor Dodds 
was appointed solely on the advice of 
Professor Murray was denied to me in 
official quarters to-day. I was told that 
‘“ several other men, likely to be in a posi- 
tion to judge, were considered by Mr. 
Baldwin. A Prime Minister obviously 
does not treat as a governing factor, or 
take into account, the political views of a 
man whom it is contemplated appointing 
to a university chair. If this was the 
practice there might be wholesale changes 
when a new Government came in, which 
would, of course, lead to confusion.”’ 

Professor Dodds’s father was headmaster 

at Banbridge Academy. His hobby is 
gardening, and he is. keenly. interested in 
metaphysics. At a time when the future 
of classical study at the university hangs 
in the balance, he will have his work cut 
out for him to maintain the prestige with 
which Professor Murray has invested the 
Greek Chair. 
Professor Dodds is not the only 
advanced ’’ Socialist at Oxford. ~The 
Master of Balliol (Professor A. D. Lindsay) 
is a Socialist, and a fervid admirer of Karl 
Marx, about whom he wrote a book in 
1925. Professor Gordon, the President of 
Magdalen, also has advanced politica! 
views. Both of them fought in the War, 
and were mentioned in dispatches. 


INSTITUTION FIRED 
BY LIGHTNING

AGED FOLK CARRIED TO 
SAFETY 
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During a thunderstorm at, Kettering 
about eight o'clock last night the Public 
Assistance Institution was struck by 
lightning, and the roof of the old block 
was found to be ablaze. Eighty old men 
and women who had just gone to bed were 
roused by the fire alarm, and between 
twenty and thirty of the bedridden 
inmates were carried through the smoke 
and flames down to the ground to safety 
by the master and his staff, assisted by 
several guardians who happened to’ be 
present in the institution. To enable the 
fire brigade to cope with the outbreak 
through. traffic on the London road had 
to be diverted. 


STORM IN DUBLIN 


A thunderstorm struck Dublin yester- 
day and lasted for three or four’ hours, 
accompanied by very heavy rain. A rain 
gauge in the city showed that 1.39 inches 

ad fallen during the day, most of it in 
the afternoon, representing 139 tons of 
water per acre. For a single day this 
rainfall was stated by experts to be ex- 
tremely unusual. 

The Dublin Fire Brigade was called 
upon in the evening to pump water from 
various places in the city, but in none of 
these was any serious position caused by 
the downfall.’ The places affected include 
City quay,* Crumlin road, Rathmines 
Park, and part of Glasnevin. 

The more severe part of the storm 
appears to have been concentrated on the 
Dublin area, where a great deal of 
lightning was seen, but no damage was

After a hearing lasting an hour and 
a-half, the jury returned a verdict of death

ALL ON GOOD TERMS 


Thomas Cadwell identified the bodies as” 


those of his father, mother and brother: 
He read of the accident, he said; in the 
evening papers on Thursday, and went to 
Jervis Street Hospital and . identified 
them. 

His brother neither drank nor smoked, 
and, as far as he knew, suffered. from no 
physical disability ; Christopher, who was 
an insurance agent, had been driving the 
car for about five or six years. 

Replying to a question by Superin- 
tendent Maher, witness said that if the 
steering of the car had overlocked and 
caused the accident it was possible that 
the fall into the river would rectify it. 
To his knowledge his brother had never 
had an accident with the car, and 
Christopher was on good terms with his 
mother and father. 

His father, Michae] Cadwell, received 
£1,500 in compensation after an accident 
in 1924, and Christopher looked after his 
parents’ affairs. 
EYE-WITNESSES'’ 

The cyclist who saw the accident, 
Thomas Borage, described the car as 
‘* shooting over the edge of the quay ” and 
hitting the water about 15 feet from the 
wall. The driver of the car was sitting 
upright, with both hands on the wheel ; 
apparently no attempt was made to apply 
the brakes. 

Answering the Coroner (Dr. D. A. 
McErlean), the witriess said that he was 
cycling in the same direction as the car, 
but the car had plenty of room to pass 
outside him (on the right). 

Was he trying to avoid you?—No. If he 
had been trying to avoid me the car would 
have struck the lamp standard. The car 
went straight into the river—not side- 
ways. 

A witness, John’ Burke, who saw the 
accident while working on the roof 6f a 
factory. said that as the car went 
diagonally across the stone setts towards 
the quay wal] the driver made frantic 
efforts to turn the steering wheel to the

right and bring the car back on the road. “' 


The driver was still pulling at the wheel 
when the car went over the edge and into 
the river. 

Fireman «Leslie Gfowe (Tara . Street 
Station) described: Jug three unsuccessful 
efforts to locate the car when he dived into 
the river. 


THE FINDING OF THE CAR 


A Port and Docks Board diver (Thomas 
Dunne) told the Coroner and jury that he 
located the car in about twenty feet of 
water; it was about forty feet.out from the 
quay wall. He opened one door of the car, 
but could not get im, and he was unable 
to see who was in the car because the water 
was muddy. 

Tests on the ca: after it had been 
recovered from the river were described by 
Guard Patrick Powell, who said that both 
the switch and the hand brake were off 
when he saw it: The gear lever was in 
the “ neutral position.” . 

There was a little “ wear ” in the steer- 
ing, but this was not dangerous. Yester- 
day morning he made further tests—with 
men pushing the car—and found he could 
steer it in any direction. When both brakes 
were applied together their effect was very 
good. 

Replying to Superintendent Maher, 
witness said that there was a very remote 
possibility, which he could not explain, 
that something might ha" > gone wrong with 
the steering. and that this may have been 
righted by the impact with the water. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Dr. J. D. Kieran (house surgeon) gave 
evidence that all three persons were alive 
when they entered the water; death was 
due to asphyxia, following immersion in 
water. Christopher Cadwell had an 
incised wound under his left jaw, which

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LORD WARGRAVE 


Lord Wargrave, Chairman of Rolls Royce, 
Lid., and of the Central London Electricitv 
Distribution Committee, Ltd., died last might 
at his home, Shiplake Court, Oxford, aged 
73. He had been ill for some weeks. 
Edward Alfred Goulding, first Baronet and 
first Baron Wargrave, was the second son et 
the late William Goulding, M.P., D.L., 7.P., 
of Roebuck Hill, County Dublin, and Sum- 
merhill, County Cork. Educated , privately, 
at Clifton and at St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, where he was President of the Cam- 
bridge Union, he was called to the Bar at the 
Innér Temple in 1887. 

From 1895 to 1906 Lord Wargrave (they 
Mr. Edward Alfred Gonlding) sat in the 
House of Commons as Conservative member 
for Devizes, Wiltshire, and from 1908 to 
1922. he .represented Worcester, He was a 
Deputy Lieutenant for Cork, and x 
Justice of the Peace for London, Berkshire 
and Oxford. For many years he played as 
prominent part in 1%: affairs, of the Con- 
servative Party.
